REMARKS 

In the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner rejected claim 72 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a). In addition, Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 1- 
18, 20-70, and 73-202 are allowable. By this amendment, Applicants cancel claim 72 
without prejudice or disclaimer and amend claims 6, 9, 16, 20, 23, 26, 35, 37, 45, 50, 53, 
60, 64, 81, 110, 132, 170, 171, and 175. Claims 1-18, 20-70, and 73-202 are pending 
and under consideration. 

Amendments to claims 6. 9. 16. 20. 23. 26. 35. 37. 45. 50. 53. 60. 64. 81. 110. 132. 170. 
171. and 175: 

Amendments to claims 6, 9, 16, 20, 23, 26, 35, 37, 45, 50, 53, 60, 64, 81, 110, 
132, 170, 171 , and 175 correct minor informalities in the preceding set of claims. These 
amendments add no new matter and do not affect the substance of the disclosure, or the 
scope of the claims. 

Rejection of claim 72 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a): 

In the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner rejected claim 72 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,058,095 to Yamamoto et al.,
